~ On Saturday we published a 
statement to tho effect that the 
Kwatg Lee, belonging to the 
China Merchants Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, had been pirated 
and one passenger killed, No 
Getails ware then 


had gone into 

On her ralease from 
quarantine Iater in the day, 
howerar, a thrilling piracy story 
was revealed by Captain Lindsay 
Crawford. 

The affair seems to hare been 
Carried ont with complete success, 
from the pirates’ point of view. 
The haul ia treasure, money and 
Valuables is estimated at $120,000 
and asthe pirates wera between 
20 and 30 in number they did 
fairly well, It was no scratch 
side that held up the Kwang Lee, 
but a well trained team. The 
Pirates boarded 13 passengers 
aod, at a time arranged, seized 


| the vessel before either crew or 


Passengers quite realised what 
had happend. In only one par- 
ticnolar, it would seem, were theit 
Plans not too welllsid; they were 
epparently uncertsin as to how 
they were to get away from the 
steamer. Luck, as will be sean, 
Was with them. 


Escape by Junk. 

For 32 bours the pirates had 
chargecf the ship, dedgrag steamers 
and plscoing their escape. Fishing 
jonks cfered ther a way oventual- 
ly, and wader their orders the 
Rwacg Lee pursued several. Final- 
Izy ope was selected and in Tai 
Sem: Bay the plucder waa tran- 
sbipped to her. The pirates bad 
brought some bales of silk 
to the deck, abut owing 
to the Umited accommedaticn 
on the junk the silk waa abso- 
doned.' The gang sa:d good-bye 
to the Captain quite affably: one 
shook hsnds with him. Then they 
boarded the juck and left the 
steamer‘te reaume ber voyace to 
Hocgkosg, the exciting “affair de 
laying her some bons, :

COAL IS FOUND AT CEBU | 
Big Iron And Steel Industry. 


Coking coal; essential in .con- 
verting iron ore into s:eel, exists 
‘at Toledo, Cebo, on a mining 
property owned by Mr.J. Clayton 
Nichols, states the  ‘fenila 
Bulletin. 

In a recent inspection trip Mr. 
Warren D. Smith, chief of the 
division of mines of the bureau of 
science, visited Mr. Nichols’ 
property. Tbe vein is from 2k 
‘feet to more than three feet in 
depth and apparently extends 
over.s large area. 

“Cebu rs destined to be the 
manufacturing centre of the Phil- 
ippines,” said Dr. Smith. There 
is this coking coal, possibly an 

“extensive deposit, there is labour, 
and on Surigao, only a short dis- 
tance away, there are iron 
deposits. This is only one aspect 
of Cebu’s advantages a5 a manu- 
facturingcentre. There are other 
favourable ones.” 

Dr. Smith also said thas there 
is coking coal at Mount Dling, on 
the property of the Uling Coal 
Mines, Ltd. Another vein of 
coking coal exists at Gotas, in the 

~ Sibugay cistrict of the coal prop- 
erties of the National Coal com- 
pany gn Zamboanga peningule, 
Mindanao.

THE STRONG HAND IN INDIA. 


Although the-cable to hand from Calentta on Saturday 
was somewhat ambiguously worded. the meaning appears 
to be suificiently plain. In reply to an appeal by certain 
native members of the Indian Legislature. the Viceroy has 
state that the Government has not changed its policy, but 
that in consequence of violeace being resorted to by the 
Non-Co-operaters ou the arrivalof the Prince of Males, 
the Government: deem: it necessary to‘assert its authority— 
a poly that is tobe maintained whenever needful. We 
believe this declaration will give general satisfaction to 
Britishers in the East. Lord Reauipg took over the reins 

.' in India shortly after the inauguration of the Montagu- 
Chelmsford svsiem, which gives large native representation 
on the newly-created Indian Legislature and vests very 
extensive powers in that body. From the day of his land- 
ing the new Viveruy gave evidence of his desire to see the 
bew regime adininistgred in the most liberal spirit. Prob- 
ably not a few Britishers in India and sone outside India 
considered that his Excellency even allowed an excess of 
latitude. The new Viceroy evidently started with the 
determination to leave no ground for rational complaint 
on the side of the native population. This was plainly 
indicated in his initial speech when he addressed a large 

“gathering of Indians as wellas Europeans at the Simia 
Club, ; 7 

Nor did the Viceroy stop at general promises. He 

sought out Mr. Gandhi and the Ali "brothers (the respective 
leaders of the. Hindu and the Mahommedan wings of the 
Non-Co-operation party) and, according to report, if bis 
Excellency wus not successful in dissuading them from 
their. campaign, be arranged a concordat by which the 
-Jeaders piedgett themselves tu abstain from violence or 
other bredch of the law. More than this, the Rowlate 
enactment was revoked the further to pacify ‘any native 
dissatisfaction. it has often been said that leuteney is 
invariably futile in dealiog with Orientals. The prudent 
man is chary of yeneralisatjons, especially in reference to 

“dicta that vuver half of the buman family; but there 
are indicativus that Lord Reading's indulgent attitude 
has been wrongly interpreted by the Non-Cu-operationists. 
Tf such be the cuse, it seems likely that these gentry will 
yet discover their error. Lord Reading has evidently 
decided to demonstrate thut there is something behind the 
yelvet glove. ; ; ; 

The understanding with the Non-Co-operation leaders 
had not long been arrived at before Mr. Gandhi launched 
a big fund movement to further the cause with which he is 
identified. Ostensibly the methods to be pursued were of a 
peaceful nature. but,.as the response to the appeal for 
funds was uot too rapid at the start. the leader began to 
inflame excitement by promising Swaraj (Home Rule) in 
“six months if the fund were forthcoming. Finally, thé 
fund, or the bulk of it, was subscribed. Mr. Gandhi must 

» surely have known that bis promise was vain, but now that 
time is drawing on he must make some show of redeeming 
it. Apparently he thinks to produce an efiect upon the 
mind of the populace by rendering -the Prince's tour un- 
* successful through the organisation of Asrtuls and. similar 
measures. At some places--Benares thé other day, for 
example—the attempt has been @ failure; at others, it has 
been only too successful, leading to bloodshed as wall es

NOTES & COMMENTS. 
Healthy Finances. 

With the periodic publication 
in the Government Gazetie of the 
statement of revenne and ex- 
penditura for the current year, is 
is becaming more and more 
spparent that the finances of 
the Colony ast the present 
time are in an extremely 
healthy condition, There has noz 
been one month this year in 
which the Government's income 
has not been greater than ita ex- 
penditure, with the result that up 
to the end of September there had 
been a profit on the nine months’ 
working of over §2,000,000, Ik 
has to be borne in mind that 
the ravenue from Land Sales 
bas been very much higher than 
was expected and that this cannot 
ba treated as an ordinary source 
of revenue, but it is indeed very 
satisfactory to note that: under 
the heading “Licences and 
Internal Revenue not atterwise 


‘Ispecitivd’—included in which are 


tho receipts fram the Opium 
Monopaly—the revenue has con- 
Siderably increased: This is 
mainiy duc to the increased taxa- 
tion on alcoholic liquors and 
tobacco, but the interesting 
feature of the situation is that 
incteased taxation has more 
than msde up the decroase in 
opium receipts. If the Govern- 
mentcan gradually transfer the 
monies it used to receive from 
opium to other constant: source 
{as it has succeeded in doing this 
year) then we shall get very 
much nearer the stabilising of 
our revenues. Another feature 
of the figures published in the 
latest Gazette is that under the 
beadins of ~ Public Works Ex- 
trnordinary ~ there was spent in 
the first nise months of the year 
only $1,622,496, whereas the Bud- 
get was planned to allow of an 
expenditure of nearly five 
millions. It is not likely that the 
big difference between the fore- 
going figures will be mada up 
bafore the year comes toan end, 
8s fact which proves that our 
Eudgets are rather amditiously 
planned regarding works of public 
improvement. At the rezent 
budget meeting of the Council an 
expenditure of over six-and-a-balf 
millions was sanctioned for next 
year's Public Works Extraordio- 
ary, du: it is extremely doubtful 
whether we shall spend anything 
like that sum when the present 
year’s spendiogs are borne in 
toind. Taking * the Calony's 
finaccial position asa whole there 
is room for littl else than 
gratification at the fac: that we 
are no: only paying aur way as 
we go but are actually saving 
money. How the completed year 
will pan out remains to be seer. 


A Lost Opportunity." 

The news from Canton through- 
out the whole of last. week was 
no: free for one single day of 
reports telling of ths cnexampled 
activisy of pirates and bandits. 
In msny cases the details made 
unpleasant reading and told their 
own eloquent story of districts 
being ravaged, houses looted, 
innocent conntrsfolk being killed 
or kidnapped and of troops help- 
lesa to cope with the marauding 
gangs. On Saturday we publish. 
ed information from our Canton 
correspondent telling how hun- 
dreds of armed bandits hadswoap- 
ed down on large villages leaving 
bebiod them death and desolation. 
And we were told the day pre- 
viously that a certain Govern- 
ment official named Fang. whe is 
on bis way to join President Sun 
Yat-ser, could not proceed far- 
ther than the town at which 
he had then arrived without 
the escort of ’a regiment of sol- 
diery. The traffic on the river 
above Wuchow is totally suspend. 
ed while to trade between Canton 
and Wuchow bas its own terrors. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
never before in the history of the 
Two Kwangs bas such widespread 
terror prevailed. We think it a 
pity thet the Canton Government 
has not been able to handle this 
matterina Jittle more business- 
like way. At the very time when 
it shoult have concentrated upoa 
the good governance of the 
territory under its control, its 
President goes wanderiog off 
with s big army, entertaining 
ideas of the conquest of the 
porth. Thousands of defsated 
Kwengsi men,- still possessing 
arms and monitions, have 
acattered over the countryside 
adopting their own IJawless 
cethods in order to find 
sustenance and jeward. Thero 
is talk’ of the immédiata dis- 
bandment of many Cantonese 
troops stationed nearer home, but 
we cannot help thinking that if 
these men were utilised fp an 
organised wey to clean up the 
conntryside now infested with 
bandits the Government would 
stand to gain @ great deal of the 
credit it has unquestianably fost.
